OAICULATED POSE 

Was the young Emperor sincere 
in championing the cause of the la- 
boring classes against the employ- 
ers and the landed aristocracy” 
When one reviews his reign as a 
whole he is apt ta reach the con- 
clusion that this was a calculated 
pose rather than a sincere convic- 
tion.

in a number of things, I had been 
forced to disillusion these high 
personages. 


In 1886, at the end of August 
and beginning of September, after 
the last meeting at Gastein of 
Emperor William the Great and 
Prince Bismarck with Emperor 
Franz Josef, where I also was pres- 
ent at the command of my grand- 
father, I was commissioned to re- 
port personally to Czar Alexander 
III concerning the decisions made 
there and to take up with him the 
questions relating to the Mediter- 
ranean and Turkey. Prince Bis- 
marck gave me his instructions, 
sanctioned by Emperor William: 
they dealt most especially with 
Russia's desire to reach Constan- 
tinople, to which the Prince meant 
to raise no obstacles. On the con- 
trary I received direct instructions 
to offer Rusma Constantinople and 
the Dardanelles— (in other words, 
Ban Stefano and the Berlin Treaty 
had been dropped!) There was a 
Plan to persuade Turkey in a 
friendly way that an understanding 
with Russia was desirable for her 


The Czar received me cordially 
at Brest-litovsk and I was pres- 
ent there at reviews of troops and 
fortress and defensive meneuvers, 


bore an anti-German look. 


To sum up m conversations 
with the Czar, the following re- 
mark by him is of importance: 
“If I wish to have Constantinople, 
I shall take it whenever I feel like 
it, without need of permission or 
approval from Prince Bismarck.” 
After this rude refusal of the Bis- 
marck offer of Constantinople, I 
looked upon my mission as a fail- 
ure and made my report to the 
Prince accordingly. 


When the Prince decided to 
make his offer to the Czar, he must 
have altered his political concep- 
tions, which had led to San Ste- 
fano and the Congress of Berlin; 
or else, on account of the develop- 
ment of the gefieral political sit- 
vation in Europe, he considered 
that the moment had come for 
shuffling the political cards in an- 
other way or, as my grandfather 
had put it, to “juggle” differently. 
Only a man of the world impor- 
tance and diplomatic ability of 
Prince Bismarck could embark on 
such a course. Whether the 
Prince had planned his big po- 
litical game with Russia in such 
a way that he might, ~ first, by 


means of the Congress of Berlin, 
revent a general war and cajole 
ngland, and then, after having 
thus hindered Russia's eastern as- 
pirations, cater to these aspira- 
tions later, by a stroke of gentus, 
in an even more striking manner, 
it is impossible for me to say— 
Prince Bismarck never told anyone 
about his great political projects. 
It the above is true, Bismarck; 
trusting absolutely to his states- 
manNke skill, must have reckoned 
upon bringing Germany all the 
more into Russian favor, because 
Russian aspirations were brought 
to fulfillment by Germany alone— 
and that at a moment when the 
general European political situa- 
tion was less strained than in 1877 
1878. In this case, nobody except 
Prince Bismarck could have 
played the tremendous game to a 
successful end. And therein lies 
‘the weakness in the superiority of 
at men. Had he also informed 
ngland of his offer to the Czar? 
England must have been opposed 
to it, as In 1878. 
In any event, the Prince now 
adopted the policy which I had al- 
ready noted when I realized the 
disillusion of the Russians at hav- 
ing stood before the gates of Con- 
stantinople without being allowed 
to enter. : 


DOWNFALL OF RUSSIA SEEN 

At Brest-Litovsk, in the course 
of the constant mili prepara- 
tions of all kinds, I could easily see 
that the conduct of the Russian of- 
ficers toward me was essentially 
cooler and haughtier than on the 
occasion of my first visit to St. Pe- 
tersburg. Only the small group of 
old 1 especially those at 
the Russian court, who dated from 
the days of Alexander II, and who 
knew and esteemed Emperor Wil- 
Ham the Great, still showed their 
reverence for him and their friend- 
ly feeling toward Germany. In 
the course of a talk with one ot 
them concerning the relations be- 
tween the two courts, armies and 
countries, which I had found un- 
dergoing a change in comparison 
with former times, the old gen- 
eral 

“It is that confounded Congress 
of Berlin. A serious mistake on 
the part of the Chancellor. He 
has destroyed the old friendship - 
between us, sown distrust in the 
hearts of the court and the gov- 
ernment, and engendered the 
idea of a great injustice done the 
Russian army after its bloody 
1877 campaign, for which it 
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Wishes revenge. And here we are 
by the side of that damned 
French Republic, full of hate for 
you and of subversive ideas, 
which, in case of a war against 
you, will cost us our dynasty.”

Complete agreement by M. Poin- 
care, Lord Curzon and Count 
Sforza was reached after a three- 
and-a-half-hour session. It ts 
considered the more surprising be- 
cause of the virtual decision last 
night that separate notes would 
have to be sent to the Angora 
government for the reason that 
Great Britain was not willing to 
bind herself in advance to any 
definite terme sufficient to attract 
Kemal Pasha to a peace confer- 
ence. 

The phraseology of that part 
of the note regarding Thrace is 
commented upon, aa it sets forth 
that the three governments “view 
with favor the desire of Turkey to 
recover Thrace,” but support to 
this end is conditioned on the 
Angora government's promise not 
to send troops into the neutral 
zones pending the peace confer- 
ence.

DIRIGIBLE ARRIVES HERE 


Eager Crowd Greets Immense Airship at End of 
Record-Making Journey 


Completing the- fret coast-to-coast flight by a lighter-than-air 
machine, the Army dirigible C-2 made a perfect landing at 7 o'clock 


last night at Ross Field, Arcadia. 

She left Nogales, Ariz., at day- 
break on the last lap of her trip, 
her crew in high hopes of reach- 
ing Ross Field by midafternoon. 

A forced landing in the desert 
near Ajo, Ariz., when motor trou- 
ble developed, consumed two and 
a half hours before the airship 
reached Yuma, where ehe landed 
for fuel dnd supplies, leaving there 
at 2 o'clock on the final hop to 
Ross Field. 

Although there was no trouble 
in crossing mountain ranges, the 
crew of the big ship reported 
themselves buffeted in a surging 
sea of air whirlpools above the 
desert. Heat waves, from the 
sun-scorcheg gurface of the des- 
ert, were so severe that several 
times the C-2 was in actual dan- 
ger of being capsized by the force 
of the. whirling air. However, 
skilful handling by the six men 
who hopped off from Langley 
Nei, Va., on the 13th inst., 
brought the dirigible safely to the 
end of her record-making journey.

uses morphine by injecting it into 
the arm, or leg. usually with a 
gun, or hypodermic needle. 

A “hophead” is one who uses 
opium, or its derivative, ven- 
hee, a much more common and 
cheaper smoke. 

Smoking opium is known as 
“hitting the hop” or, “lying on the 
hip.” The opium is cooked over 
a small peanut oll stove, or lamp. 
It must be cooked by an expert 
to a proper consistency. He is 
known among the victims as the 
“chef.” The opium is sticky at 
first, and is rolled much like gum 
It must not be burnt or made too 
Gry in the cooking process. The 
chef turns the pill round and 
round over the flame, and every 
now and then takes it from the 
fame and rolls it again. 

When the pill is properly cooked 
the user sits near the lamp and 
Ee the stem of a long pipe to his 

ps. The pill is placed in the pipe 
and held near the flame, which 
burns it to a frizzle. The smoker 
then inhales three, four, or five 
times. He then sails away on a 
barge of dreams to the land of 
never-was. 

The preparation of the pill, such 
as cooking. te., takes about ten 
minutes. The smoking of the 
opium requires not over a minute 
at the most. Great’ stress is al- 
ways placed on the proper cook- 
ing of the pill, because if the “pil 
is green” and not correctly cooked, 
it will cause «a and 
sickening nausea. 

Opium is smoked only by 
more favored “dopes,” 
extremely high priced and is be- 
coming rapidly more so.

Come, Says Davis 


Government Party Finishes 
Long Journey 


Traveled Down Colorado 
in Boats 


([EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 
FLAGSTAFF (Ariz.) Sept. 23.—

MONEY IS SAFE 
IN CHIHUAHUA 


Large Sums Carried Through 
Streets With Impunity 


New Labor Law is Center of 
Considerable Discord 


Made by Employers 


CHIHUAHUA (Merz) Sept. 23. 
Mexico is the land of the unex- 
pected. All accepted rules and tra- 
ditions are smashed in this land of 
pease and war, plenty and proverty, 
sunshine and storm. Chihuahua 
city has a pulation of between 
40,000 and 0,000. It has been in 
the very 2 of the revolutionary 
activities. It has been captured and 
recaptured time and again. On 

hand is seen mute evidence 
of armed conflicts in shell-torn 
houses that have not yet been re- 
paired. 

For more than ten years the 
State has been overrun by fighting 
armies and for months at a time 
every railroad leading into or out 
of the city was torn up and all 
trains abandoned. Under such 
conditions the natural assumption 
would be that the merchants would 
all be bankrupt but such is far 
from the case. 

The hited States Consul, 
located at Chihuahua with juris- 
diction over the greater portion of 
the State, is authority for the state- 
ment that during all these turbu- 
lent years there has been but two 
failures and one of these was com- 
paratively unimportant. 

On visiting the city after an ab- 
sence of ten years I find many 
firms that were in business in the 
prerevolutionary period. A num- 
ber of these firms are under che 
same management as formerly 
while others continue under 
younger and more active manage- 
ment. 

Another unexpected thing the 
visitor to this country encounters 
when he crosses the border is the 
abundance of gold in circulation. 
At a time when every other nation 
in the world is hoarding its gold 
upp Mexico is putting hers in 
circulation. The only money in 
circulations is gold and ver. 
Paper mooey is an unknown and 
unseen commodity. 

Still another unexpected condi- 
tion is the freedom with which 
men and boys walk about the 
Streets of the city carrying in 
ache large sums of money. This 
money is carried openly and care- 
| lessly through the streets at all 
hours of the day. Checks are used 
to only a limited degree in this 
‘country and settlements. between 
danke and between firms and in- 
dividuals are made by exchanging 
the actual cash. This money is 
i sent to and from the banks and 
to and from individuals by young 
,boys and men and many of, them 
‘carry sume running into the hou- 
sands of dollars.

DAILY CONTRAOTS 
To get around the other provi- 
sions of the act the employers are 
adopting the method of making a 
contract with their employees each 
day. When they come to work in 
the morning if fhe employer needs 
them the employee signs a con- 
tract stipulating that the contract 
is for one day only and that the 
percentage of profit which the em- 
ployer might owe the employee is 
a certain percent. This is usually 
placed at one per cent and as the 
prevailing wage is from three to 
three and a half pesos a day the 
profit received by the employee is 
not very large. 

hen the day is gone the em- 
ployee is peid and the contract is 
ended. 

The next morning when the em- 
ployee shows up if he is needed a 
new contract for the day is entered 
into and he goes to work. If he 
is not heeded he is not put to work 
and he goes elsewhere to look for 
a job or loafs all day. The effect 
of this method is to keep the labor- 
er on the uncertain seat all the 
time for he never knows when 
night comes whether he has a job 
for the morrow or no. It also en- 
ables the employer to keep his 
force down to the minimum each 


ay. 

What the outcome of this experi- 
ment in labor legislation will be 
no one can foretell, but it ia safe 
to predict that when the State ler- 
islature meets next month there 
will be a number of amendments 
made to the act as it now stands 
and some freely predict that its 
teeth will be practically all extract- 
ed and that the labor people will 
be the most insistent that the law 
be changed or repealed.

‘rocks’ instead of dollars, the beau- 
tiful canyon of the Sespe remains 
as nature made it. 

“Henley has added to its attrac- 
tiveness for the lazy city dweller. 
He has cut an interesting roadway 
a mile or so farther up into the 
canyon and cleared suitable spots 
where a motor car can be run off 
the road and parked amid the 
trees and a camp pitched. Fire- 
places for the campers are all ready 
and their use watched with care, 
because a forest fire threatened 
his home and the canyon years 
ago, and fires are his only worry. 
But so skiljfully has he arranged 
the camping spots that little dan- 
ger of fires exists today. 

“The Sespe Canyon is only five 
miles from Fillmore, and seventy- 
two miles from Los Angeles. Two 
and a half hours of the prettiest 
scenery in Southern California 
lines the way. All but two or three 
miles is on wide concrete highway 
and the short bit of dirt road is 
much better than one expects to 
find in such a wild canyon place. 

“The route follows out through 
San Fernando and Saugus and 
then by way of Castaic into Ven- 
tura county. You pass the home of 
Ramona at Camulos and the 
source of California's only paraf- 
fine base crude oil, at Fillmore. 
Just beyond the latter place, and 
across the river, you take the road 
to the right and here a new stretch 
of concrete highway has replaced 
the old dirt road. 

“In and out and around the 
rocks thé road winds, and each 
foot adds to the beauty of the can- 
yon. Walls of rugged brownstone, 
a form of sandstone, lunge way 
back and upwards while the 
sparkling white boulders in the 
creek bed combined with the azure 
blue of the heavens proclaim this 
as the natural home of the Red, 
White and Blue and George Hen- 
ley swears it has spelled freedom 
for him through thirty years of 
happiness, where he and his wife 
have lived and reared their family. 

“Several little streams add their 
contributions to that of the flow 
of the Sespe and far up the broken 
banks of these brooks you oan 
climb and climb, sheltered from 
the sun by trees and foliage so 
dense that you can well imagine 
yourself away from the hustle of 
the busy world, away out in the 
palace of solitude where you can- 
not get far from yourself and it 
is there that you find that you have 
a mind and that you can use it to 
think with and realize that you are 
a living person apart from those 
about you. 

“It's not ea hard trip in any kind 
of a motor car. We made the sev- 
enty-two miles in two and a half 
hours of easy rolling and just to 
show you how simple a matter the 
travelling is, the Dort registered 
twenty-eight miles on a gallon of 
gasoline. There are no grades to 
climb, oth@ than Cahuenga and 
Fremont passes and these you can 
make in high gear. Once in the 
Sespe, it is necesary to use gears 
as there are several short pitches 
that require it as a matter of com- 
mon safety and that is all. Make 
the Sespe your next picnic ground. 
Take the family out where the 
youngsters can run and play at 
will and when you feel like camp- 
ing. think of no place but the 
Sespe. It is the peer of them all.”

Why does the Franklin at forty miles per hour sound as smooth 
and sweet as at 207 A multitude of reasons are involved—but light 
reciprocating weight is a salient one. :

We attiibute three 
reasons for our success: first, the 
two fiywheél feature; seednd, ri- 
gidity of the crankshaft and the 
fact that all of the reciprocating 
parts are built oversize; third, that 
the crankshaft is especially bal- 
anced and designed. i 
“Our flywheel feature fe mar- 
velous. In the ordinary motor, 
with the heavy flywheel, at one 
end, the tendency is to throw the 
weight of the crankshaft against 
opposite sides of the bearings at 
the opposite, ends of the motor. At 
the end nearest the flywheel the 
weight is thrown upon the under 
side of the shaft; and at the other 
end the weight is thrown upon the 
upper side of the shaft. Thie makes 
for wear. It enables play to de- 
velop rapidly and makes for an 
uneven balance and therefore de- 
velops vibration. By placing a fly- 
wheel at each end of the motor 
this development of play on the 
shaft is practically eliminated.

Mead and W. Gd. Guilford, have recently 
returned from a trip to the principal col- 
leges featuring agricultural education. 
They find that the University of California's 
agricultural branch, the College of Agri- 
cultural is behind Cornell, Michigan, Pur- 
due, Ames, and other colleges in the matter

RODENTS EXTERMINATED 
PHOENIX, ARIZ.—Within the Biological 
Survey there is claim that the last prairie 
dog has been killed within the counties of 
Cochise and Graham, this after three years 
of unremitting effort of 800 farmers and 
stockmen, directed by experts. It is esti- 
mated that the slaughter must have includ- 
ed 5,000,000 of the rodents and that it has 
resulted in an tmcrease of forage that will 
permit the running of at least 50,000 head 
of sheep, as well as the farming of large 
tracts that once were dog villages. Prairie 
dogs were unknown in central or southern 
Arizona less than forty years ago, advanc- 
ing year by year from Colorado or New 
Mexico till even the dry plains of the north 
had been occupied. ‘The advance appeared 
to stop a little west of Prescott and to 
have extended little south of that point.

At a recent special meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the Citrus Growers’ De- 
partment Of the Los Angeles County Farm 
Bureau, plans were drawn up for the sur- 
vey that is contemplated. It will be un- 
dertaken by Prof. R. S. Vaile, of the Citrus 
Experiment Station, co-operating with the 
Agricultural Extension Service and the Ch 
rus Growers’ Department. 


The object of the survey is to gather 
from a large number of growers their fer- 
tilizer and irrigation practices covering a 
period of at least five years, together with 
costs and yields. Supplementary data on 
cultivation, fumigation and other details 
will be gathered. There is a great deal of 
valuable information that can be obtained 
through such a survey—information that 
no small set of experiments can duplieate. 
The value of the survey will, of course, be 
determined by the number of reports ob- 
tained. It is hoped to get at least a thou- 
sand from Los Angeles county.

* OUR LEGHORNS AGAIN IN LEAD. BY HENRY W. KRUCKEBERG. 


HE annual poultry, pigeon and rabbit 
T. Kivon under the auspices of the 
State Agricultural Society in conjunc- 
tion with the California State Fair, has 
developed from a mere poultry show to the 
dimensions of an exhibition; in brief, has 
become an institution that breeders and 
fanciers look forward to with a great deal 
of pleasvre. Its steady growth has been 
so pronounced that the present buildings 
ure inadequate to house the birds’ property, 
and besides are not adapted to displaying 
the birds to the best advantage. In order 
to give place to all the exhibits, double 
decking of coops had to be resorted to: this 
is Mever satisfactory; the upper fier of 
coops is too elevated ‘to catch the vision 
of the average person and the lower tier is 
still more inconveniently situated. This 
condition shonld be remedied by the erees 
tion of a new building of ample propor- 
tion to meet the growing demands of ex- 
hibitors. Sacramento being subjected to a 
few “hot spells” about Fair time, the ven- 
tilation should be carefully stvdied so as 


to prevent suffering from heat; the lighting 


scheme should also be carefally considered. 
A northern iht is always clearer than any 
other. If these improvements can be in 
troduced, we believe the entries will be 
loubled within the next few years. 

It was indeed a pleasure to note the 
good condition of the fowls on dress 
parade, Not for some years has there 
been so early a development in plumage; 
many of the birds were almost completely 
furnished with their new feathers. All the 
breeds and varieties commanding commer- 
cial distinction were well represented: 
there was a really meritorious exhibit of 
pigeons, consisting ot many varieties, the 
whole presenting a somewhat diversified 
and pleasing effect in color schemes in 
plumage, as well as strong variations in 
type; the display of turkeys was good; 
water fowl were limited as to numbers, but 
of standard quality; the display of rabbits 
was quite complete, representing all breeds 
possessing economic qualities. 

As indicating the state-wide interest in 
the event, there were seventy-one exhibi- 
tors in the poultry classes, Steen of pig 
eons and twenty-nine of rabbits. Of this 
number, only about a dozen people were 
from south of the Tehachapi. This might 
be a matter of some regret, but the fact 
that among this small number of exhibitors 
some of the highest honors in the competi. 
tive classes were distributed. The strong 
classes constituted the . I. Reds, Plymouth 
Rocks, and Wyandottes;: as close seconds, 
the Orpingtons loom large; Asiatics rather 
small, and limited almost wholly to the 
Light Brahma; bantam exhibits covered all 
breeds and varieties, all of which showed 
quality. In breeds of less pop larit; along 
commercial lines, there were Buff, Brown 
and Black Leghorns, Lakenfelders, White 
Crested Black Polish, and some others; in 
the English classes, Buff, White and Black 
Orpingtons were a good entry, all of which

fornin from New York City, where he pub- 
lished the Poultry Bulletin, one of the, first 
papers to take up the exploitation of the 
poultry industry. Arriving some time in 
the late eighties, he settled in San Jose, 
und soon after commenced the publicetion 
of the Fanciers’ Monthly and Pacitic Poul- 
try Rreeder, which he ably conducted up 
to the time of his death, In addition to 
his activities as a class journslist, he also 
bred blooded poultry, acted as jvdee 
at pouliry shows, and was for years the 
heart and soul of the San Jose poultry 
show, which under his direction became 
something more than a local fixture.  Dur- 
ing all these vears his sound judgment and 
lear thinking made his pauper authoritative 
on poultry matters on this coast. None of 
the so-called “systems” for making great 
wealth out of chickens ever found tolerance 
in his columns the flamboyant style of ad- 
vertising that characterizes the publicity 
literature of some breeders only aroused 
his resentment, which found free expres- 
sion in his writings; and the stories of 
whole flocks of 250 and 3°0-eggers only ex 
cited his derision. Always conservative in 
statement and sane in his conclusion, his 
was an influence that will be sadly missed 
among the better class of breeders. His 
friends were legion in Southern California, 
all of whom will miss his strone individual- 
ity and the vivid personal equation that 
characterized his editorial opinions and the 
clarity that featured his paper.

“During that period of this nevor-endine 
warfare at which the worm is at its great- 
est increase, the trees suffer, and man 
must join the fight if he would save the 
iopearance of his trees for the year and 
prevent the nuisance of a plague of the 
worms. 

“The best srrav to use aganst the 
worm is 3 to 5 pounds of areenate of 
tread paste, or 1½ te 2% pounds of arsenate 
of lewd in dry powdered farm. dissolved in 
‘ift. callons of water. A power sprayer 
should be weed, the mixture should be kept 
well agitated, and the entire foliage should 
covered with a fine mest. 

“To cet the best results the trees should 
he spraved while the worms are in the 
younger stages. Ther are more easily 
killed then, and have done very little dam- 
age not wait until the trees are 

and the worms ore full crown. 

“If the moths are abendont about the 
trees in June and early July. a heavy crop 
of worms prebablvy will appear during the 
lite summer. with the result ne leaflesa 
trees.

Mexican Jumping Bean 

Several persons have of late written to 
ask what is the origin of the Mexican 
Jumping bean.“ sold upon the streets of 
Los Angeles, the name of the plant from 
which it comes, the cause of the jump, etc. 
The “jump” is caused by the acrobatic feats 
of a worm, the larva of a moth known to 


science as Carpocansa saltitans. The seeds | 


are from a euphorbiaceous plant. Sebastt- 
ana Palmeri. The Mexicans call the com- 
mercial commodity “Devil's Bean” or “rin. 
caderos” (jumpers.) How long the worm 
stays in the seed is not known to the writer, 
but the food supply in a seed is very small 
and the worm son enters the pupa state 
to emerge as a moth and it evidently stays 
in the seed only as a worm. it must he 
but a week or two at most, yet a cheerful 
liar who was selling them near The Times 
office told the writer he had known the 
jumping to prevail for twelve to forrteen 
months. In a full year's supply. refur- 
nished monthly, it doubtless will. The 
small tree grows only near Alamos, Mexico, 
and is there known as the Palo de la flecha. 
enero de las semillas brincaderas (Arrow 
tree, which produces the jumping beans.) 


The seeds were first collected near Alamos. —

Balance was discussed in the article that 
appeared two weeks ago. It has to do 
largely with arrangement. Through it 
colors are blocked in to offset each other, 
forms that balance each other are used so 
as to give the effect of equivalence—so that 
no one object or group stands out as re- 
mote, isalated, related to nothing else. 
Balance is attained by 80 placing objects 
that the generai effect is one of equilibrium. 
The lack of balance is apparent_when_the 
heavy or large objects are all placed at 
pe end of a room. This gives the effect 
tipping, as though the floor was on a 
lant, borne down by the greater weight 
t one end. In its simplest meaning, bal- 
ace is attained by placing objects of about 
ie same size and effect on the two sides 
any central object. In practice, a less 
ormal balance is obtained by allowing a 
ble on one side of a central object to 
balamce a chair on the other, or by 80 
placing a vase on a mantel that it balances

At Least One Unifying Principle is 
Necessary Throughout 


O CRBPATE a feeling of unity in the 
home does not mean to make each 
room resemble the others. There may be 
Wide diversity of color, of wood selected 
for the furniture, even of wall covering 
and woodwork, and still be unity through- 
out. The unifying principle may be in the 
repetition of one color as the keynote for 
each room or even as one of the notes that 
go to make up the whole; it may be in the 
prevalence of one type of furniture, with 
similar shape, though perhaps of varied 
woods; it may be in the choosing of the 
same neutral background for the walls of 
all the rooms or in the selection of curtains 
of the same color to be hung in the same 
way throughout. Undoubtedly, the feature 
that is most certain to produce unity is to 
have wall covering alike in color if not in 
pattern and texture in the various main 
rooms, with woodwork alike. Monotony is 
easily avoided. In one room panels may be 
used, in another borders on the wall paper, 
in the third narrow lines may mark off 
the panels in doors and windows. With 
the difference in furniture of living room, 
library, dining room and bedroom, there is 
little fear of producing monotony by unt 
orm walls and woodwork. Even with win- 
dow drapes of the same material and color, 
the diversity of rugs, of cushions, of up 
holstery material, of accented) motes of 
color and of the pieces of furniture them- 
selves is sufficient to assure the diversity 
desirable. | 
And it is better to risk a little monotony 
than to create the chaos of rooms so out of 
tune one with another as to spoil the in- 
dividual beauty of each. It is not difficult 
to banish monotony. Brilliant orange ac- 
cessories in one room, with jade green or 
violet accessories in another, and rose in 
another make an astonishing difference. 
Different flowers in the various rooms give 
individuality. Pictures of altogether differ- 
ent styles, with frames to suit, are helpful 
in breaking up a too great similarity in 
rooms. Lamps of different types also help, 
as do cushions and table covers and mir- 
rors and a multitude of little things that 
naturally find their way into the rooms

Obviously, therefore, the 
immediate effect of food must be due to its

“That my theory is correct may be shown 
in a number of ways. Let us take the 
drunkard, who is accustomed to his habitual 
stimulation. Let this be withdrawn and 
what is the result? Prostration and weak- 
ness, absolute. Since we know that stimu- 
lants do not and cannot really impart 
strength to the organism, but only occasion 
its expenditure, it is obvious that the paral- 
lel is exact.

He proceeded up the coast, and in Novem- 
ber rounded the Point of Pines into Mon- 
terey Harbor. Still onward he pressed, 
coming almost to the Golden Gate. But be- 
ing compelled to turn back on account of 
wiatry weather and cheerless prospects, his 
important discoveries were cut short by 
death. 

Being now compelled to turn back on ac- 
count of wintry weather and a heavy sea, 
he remained on the islands of the Santa 
Barbara Channel for many weeks. On Janu- 
ary 3, 1543, as the result of a broken arm 
and long exposure, this great navigator, 
earliest among the heroes of Alta Calli- 
fornia, died on the island of San Miguel. 

Ferrelo—Before death overtook him, how- 
ever, Cabrillo gave an order to his chief 
pilot, Bartolome Ferrelo, to proceed still 
further north. This order was faithfully 
carried out. Ferrelo passed Cape Mendo 
cino in February, 1545, and probably 
reached latitude 42 deg., which became the 
northern boundary of California. 

Thus, before the middle of the sixteenth 
century, the entire coast line of California
